GOING THROUGH PENNSYLVANI A 


Bryan Has a Triumphal March 
Through the Keystone State. 
Pittsburg, Pa., August 1l.—William J. 
Bryan, democratic nominee for president, 
and his party of friends occupied special 
parlor cars attached to the day express cn 
the Pennsylvania railroad leaving I'itts- 

burg at 7:30 o'clock this morning. 

Aside fron a slight hoarseness Mr. ryan 
was in excellent health, having been grezt- 
ly refreshed by six hours’ continuous alee D. 

Mr. and (Mrs. Bryan are enthusiastic over 
their experience in Pittsburg and promised 
a return visit when an opportunity to do 
so was presented. A number of prominent 
western Pennsylvania democrats accom- 
panied the nominee on his eastward scur- 
ney and will be present at the notification 
meeting in New York. Owing to the eerly 
hour there was no crowd at the union sta- 
tion this morning and the departure of the 
train was without special incideat. 

Nearly Left at Johnstown. 

If Bryan had not moved lively this morn- 
ing his arrival in New York would have 
been delayed beyond the time fixed and 
the people who had arranged demonstra- 
tions along the route would have been Cis- 
appointed. 

Mr. Bryan is not traveling by a spccial 
train and must be on time at stations like 
any other passenger. He reacned the 
union Station in Pittsburg this morning at 
7:30 o'clock, just in time to catch the 
Pennsylvania train, which left fur New 
York at that hour. The hard work of 
yesterday and last night had fatigued him 
so much that he overslept himself. The 
conductor of the train was crying ‘All 
aboard,’”’ when Mr. and Mrs. Bryan and 
some others with them came down thie sta- 
tion platform.

They crowded the platform, 
hung two deep on railings and ran along 
with the train as it slowed down prepara- 
tory to stopping. Among the members of 
the Bryan party estimates of the size of 
the Harrisburg congregation varied. Some 
placed it as high as 5,000. Most of them 
were gathered in that part of the station 
where a brass band was playing, but the 
band leader had not calculated his dis- 
tance correctly, for the train halted quite 
a distance down the track. A wild rush fol- 
lowed, and just as those who took part in it 
reached the train, the engineer started 
ahead again.

While he shook hands at the rate of sixty 
a minute for each hand, Mr. Bland tried 
to talk about the great issue of the cam- 
paign, but his voice was lost in the shouts 
of those around the car.

Plain People Greet Him. 

At Philadelphia there was a crowd of 
5,000 -_pushing, surging, perspiring people 
gathered behind the iron gates barring the 
entrance to the trains in the Pennsylvania 
railroad station. A noticeable feature of 
the crowd was its muke-up. I]t was es- 
sentially a crowd of the plain people—the 
workingman, the mechanic and the labor- 
er. The pressure became so strong that 
men and women caught in the crush were 
in danger of being trampled under teot and 
the railroad officials, to relieve the pressure, 
threw open the gates and let the people 
through upon the platform. With a wild 
rush the crowd poured through, and reck- 
less of constantly shifting trains, risked 
life and limb upon the tracks, 

The democratic city committee, headed by 
Chairman John Curley, were in waiting 
to welcome Mr. Bryan on his arrival, but 
as the train pulled into the station at 6:50 
o'clock, the crowd, with a cheer, made a 
wild rush, and the committee was swamped 
in the human tide and swept away. Be- 
fore_the train stopped the crowd was surg- 
ing up to the side of the last car and those 
in the front swung upon the steps at the 
risk of their lives. Cheer after cheer went 
up as Mr. Bryan appeared on the back plat- 
form and the crush was terriffic to get 
near him, Mrs. Bryan stood beside her 
husband and bowed and smiled as some en- 
thusiast in the crowd held up to her a 
bouquet of roses. Mr. Bryan leaned over 
the rail of the platform and shook all the 
outstretched hands in reach. To cries of a 
speech, the tired nominee could only shake 
his head and raise a protesting hand. 

In the meantime the city committee had 
succeeded in forcing its way into the car, 
and none too soon, as after a stop of nine 
minutes the train pulled out for New York 
amid the cheers of the surrounding rob. 
Chairman Curley then greeted Mr. Pryan 
and wished him success and expressed re- 
gret that his stay in Philadelphia was so 
brief, as otherwise, the committee would 
have arranged for a fitting reception. Mr.

Explosion Starts a Disastrous Fire in 
New York City. 


AT LEAST FOUR LOST LIFE 


First Story Was That Thirty Persons 
Had Been Killed. 


CHARRED BODIES LIE ON FIRE ESCAPES 


Firemen Saw Many Faces at the Win- 
dows When the Alarm Was 
Turned In. 


New York, August 11.—There was a fatal 
fire this afternoon in the buildings at 465, 
467 and 469 Greenwich street, occupied by 
the A. K. Warren electric repair works and 
a number of smaller firms. 

In the excitement attending the outbreak 
it was first reported that at least thirty 
lives were lost. Some of those reported 
lost were afterwards accounted for. The 
accurate number of victims will not be 
known until the ruins are searched. It is 
believed, however, that the death list will 
prove to be fifteen or twenty. 

While the firemen were fizhting thea 
flames the bodies of two victims could be 
plainly seen on the fire escapes. Five men 
and boys were injured while escaping from 
the burning building. They were taken to 
Hudson street hospital, mangled and 
burned.

Boston, August 11.—Ever since aptain 
General Weyler’s decree closing the ports 
of Bans and Suma, Cuba, went into effect, 
the Dumois Bros., who virtually control 
the banana industry in that section, have 
been striving to have General Weyler re- 
scind his order, but without success. They 
have been loading steamers at Gibara by 
lighters from the above named ports, ne- 
cessitating delay and extra expense for 
towage, and their losses have been so heavy 
that they decided yesterday to cease the

ALABAMA COTTON BURNING UP. 
Official Crop Bulletin Shows a Want 

of Rain. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 10.—(Special.)— 
Reports from cotton in this state continue 
bad. The yield will be very short, it is 
believed, particularly in the black belt. 
Crop Director Chaffee’s report for the past 
week says: 

“During the week ending August 10th, 
the weather over this section was almost a 
continvation of the hot and dry conditions 
of the previous week; the day temperatures 
ranging high up in the nineties, and was 
100 at Pine Apple on the 4th. What little 
moisture that was received was in the 
shape of very light aud scattered showers, 
except in a few isolated cases where heavy 
local thunderstorms occurred, and washing 
rains did more damage than good. 

‘Cotton has continued to deteriorate un- 
der the hot droughty conditions, and the 
bright promise of a few weeks ago for a 
more than average yield, has changed to 
a very gloomy prospect, as rust is still 
plentiful and shedding is general over 
the entire state, some correspondents 
reporting even half-grown bolls as 
dropping off, and the crop” on high 
sandy lands is in many localities damaged 
beyond recovery; picking is progressing, as 
the cotton is opening prematurely, but the 
present outlook is that the yield will fall 
far below an average one. 

Late corn continues to suffer for want of 
moisture, and is reported as ‘burning up,’ 
and the statement made last week that 
corn would be a short crop is substantiated 
by this week’s reports. Fodder pulling is 
about over in most counties, and a large 
quantity of this forage has been saved. 
“Cane and sorghum are beginning to feel 
the effects of the drought, and will also be 
cut short unless a general rain is soon 
felt; pastures are drying up, and fall plant- 
ing is being delayed, but peanuts and sweet 
potatoes still promise good yields.”’

Des ‘Moines, Iowa, August 11.—(Spectial.) 
The democratic state convention of lowa 
meets at Ottumwa tomorrow, the 12th in- 
stant. Mr. Charles Walsh, the temporary 
secretary of the democratic national com- 
mittee, has charge of the fusion movement 
in this state. He has been in close consul- 
tation with Mr. Bryan before the latter 
left for New York. It is said that he 
also has an understanding with General 
Weaver. 

Walsh is a very shrewd man and has the 
hearty co-operation of ex-Governor Boies 
and other prominent democrats in the 
state. The republicans are very much 
worried over the situation, which is greatly 
aggravated by continued Jissertions from 
the republican camp to the democrats by 
leading republicans on account of the 
declaration for the single gold standard in 
the St. Louis platform. An Ottumwa dis- 
patch to a Des Moines (republican) paper 
Says: 

“Mr. Bryan has caused it to be given out 
On several occasions that he would not 
accept the indorsement given him by the 
populists running mate, Mr. 
Sewall, was also indorsed. It is true that 
Mr. Bryan will not refuse the indorsement 
and as the matter will then stand it will 
be left with the individual populists to do 
as they please in casting their votes. In 
each state the national committeemen 
have their instructions to do this. They 
will offer inducements to the populists to 
secure—and they will secure it in this 
state this week—a complete fusion on the 
electoral ticket. If this fusion is accom- 
plished there will be no difficulty as 
zards the electors, for they will be 
Bryan and Sewall. If the populists 
mand electors for Bryan and Watson 
democrats will’ withhold their fus‘ton 
state and congressional tickets. By liberal 
use of help on state and congressional 
offices, they hope to appease the populists 
for the turning-down of Watson. 

The Scheme of Fusion. 

“The national democratic committee hope 
to make the fusion in every state on the 
electoral ticket. Should the contingency 
arise that the populists will not indorse, 
then, of course, there will be two scts of 
electors, with Bryan’s name at the head. 
Should there be many Bryan and Watson 
electors chosen it would create a great 
deal of power in the hands of the populist 
electors and greatly complicate matters. 
Electors for Bryan and Watson may de- 
mand that unless the second place be given 
to Watson they will not vote for bryan. 
Right here is where the national comn:it- 
tee is playing politics in its fusion scheme. 
Mr. Walsh says there are only two states 
in the union where there is going te be 
any difficulty about this fusion «n the 
electors. The two states are G eorgia and 
Alabama. Then he smiled and ‘aid: ‘See 
what Alabama did the other day: guve 
majority over the populists. in the 
state of Alabama we will have a lzurge 
enough vote over the populists to elect 
Bryan and Sewall electors over those for 
Bryan and Watson. We are situated the 
same in Georgia.’ This is the reason that 
Mr. Walsh and other members of the 
national committee have allowed the ‘acts

Carving Up a State. 


“The success they are meeting with in 
the scheme of trading help on state and 
congressional offices for Bryan and Sewall 
will be shown in this state next week at 
the democratic state convention. The al- 
lotment of the state to the various por- 
ties making up this fusion has been about 
completed. There will be a great cam- 
paign urged in Iuwa, as it is the hope of 
Committeeman Walsh to carry the state

With this massive political 
scheme the national committee expects to 
elect Bryan and Sewall. If it should be 
successful it would fill the lower house of 
congress with populists, as in almost every 
instance where the populists have asked 
for congressmen the request has been 
granted. It is the -hopa of the national 
committee to trade congressmen for a 
president. The existence of this scheme 
was verified tonight by the results of the 
county convention in the sixth con- 
gressional district. The nomination would 
have been tendered to Géneral Weaver on 
a silver plate, but the general has higher 
aims, as it is understood he had more to 
do in causing HKryan’s nomination by the 
populists at St. Louis than any »ther man.

Spartanburg, gs. C,, August 11.--(Special.) 
As a preliminary to his speech on national 
issues Judge Earle, candidate for the sen- 
ate, said at the campaign meeting here to- 
day he had been told there was no use of 
his coming to Spartanburg, as Larry Gantt, 
editor of The Headlight, had the 9,000 votes 
of this county in his pocket, and Gantt was 
opposed to him. 

Earle. questioned the accuracy of the 
statement and said the power of the press 
was grand, but when it was brought into 
partisan uses and the pen held by a man 
who would sacrifice truth to carry his end 
the press was degraded. This was taken 
as a reference to Editor Gantt, who was 
on the stand. 

John T. Duncan said it was charged that 
he lacked party fealty because of his at- 
tacks on brother reformers. He consider- 
ed it his highest duty to purify the party 
and not to hide rascality. 

Duncan brought up the bond deal and 
Evans's connection with it. Evans had 
said that he might get $15,000 out of it and 
hoped to get $40,000. The people, said tne 
speaker, were already shocked until almost 
paralyzed at the idea of an officer of the 
state getting $15,000 or any other amount 
of that deal. 

Persons in the crowd called to Duncan to 
tell about the rebates. This he proceeded 
to do, stating that after Liquor Commis- 
sioner (Mixson had indignantly turned 
Agent Hubbell, of a whisky company, out 
of his office for practically offering him a 
bribe of $56,000 if he would purchase 100 cars 
of liquor from his firm, the people were 
horrified to see Evans order Mixson to 
buy from Hubbell. Mixson had told the 
governor he might remove him from office, 
but he would not buy liquor from that 
man, 

“You may draw your own conclusions,” 
said Duncan, “of Evans's motives.” 

Duncan again referred. to the governor 
having himself protected by liquor con- 
stables at the state’s expense. 

“Evans has accused Ben Tillman of steal- 
ing rebates,’ said Duncan, ‘‘and for such 
base ftngratitude he should die and be 
buried face downward.” 

Duncan then poked at Evans a slip of 
paper on which was written these words: 
“If Mixson said I ever said to him ‘\cu 
know Ben Tillman filled his pockets out of 
this dispensary,’ or words of like purport, 
he lies.”’ 

“Will you sign that?’’ asked Duncan. “I 
dare you to sign it.’ 

Duncan asked him to sign the other 
slips which he offered to him yesterday at 
Union, 

“Do you think I will notice you, sir?” 
was Evans's reply. 

Evans Used Warm Words. 

Evans said he was not going to 19tice 
Duncan in his spech, but ended by devoting 
most of his time to him. 

When he went hunting, he said\ he did 
not waste his ammunition on buzzards and 
carion crows. If he went fox hunting he 
did not let his dogs run skunks. 

Duncan had Known all about him in 1894 
that he knows now, and yet had voted for 
him because Ben Tillman wished it. Dun- 
can was a convict for voting for a inun }].e 
believed to be dishonest and he would not 
be a safe man to send to Washington—he 
might vote with the goldbugs and zZive as 
an excuse that he thought that Tillman 
wished it. 

About the bond matter, said Evans, every 
lawyer in South Carolina knew that he 
had acted properly in that matter. He had 
done work and should be paid ior it. 

“Get all you can,” shouted a farmer. 

Evans said if he got $15,000 the j«cople 
should give him a gold medal because he 
would spend it all here and increase the 
circulation. 

He stated Duncan’g mode of warfare was 
dishonorable. It amused him, he said, to 
hear Duncan talk of a second race in the 
primary. He was satisfied he woula bLeat 
both Duncan and Earle from fifteen to 
twenty thousand majority. 

Evans alluded to The News and Courier 
as an infernal sheet, worse than any re- 
publican paper in the United States. 

The people in Washington would think 
the farmers fools if they send Earle, who 
opposed Tillman and the farmers’ move- 
ment in 1890 there. 

Governor Evans said he wished to go to 
Washington to help destroy the United 
States supreme court.

The republican committee of this district 
declines to nominate a candi@ate for con- 
gress until it hears from the populists, 
who request the indorsement of Congress- 
man Strowd.

The democratic state committee declares 
that the alignment is on gold or silver and 
that silver men contro! the party in this 
State and that adherence to silver is the 
test of party fealty.

FLEMING NOMINATED 


Tenth Congressional District Convention 
Names Its Candidate. 


BLACK’S SUCCESSOR KNOWN 


Speaker of the House Will Make a 
Winning Fight 


WATSON'S HOME THE BATTLE GROUN) 


All the Counties Wanted Richmond 
To Name the Brilliant Legislator. 
A Short Session.

Sendersville, Ga., August 11.—(Spectal.)— 
Speaker William H. Fleming, of the last 
will be the standard bearer of 
democracy this year in the famous tenth 
district, which has been made notable 
throughout the country by the bitter cam- 
paigns between Hon, James ©. ©. Black 
and Hon. Themas E, Watson. 

Mr. Fleming’s cour e as speaker of the 
house, and his just treatment of the pop- 
ulist members of the legislature is held in 
grateful remembrance by them, and there 
are many individual populists who would 
favor not opposing him. 

Hiow the leaders of the party may decide 
the demands of partisan exigency remains 
to be seen. 

As wired at 1 o'clock this morning, the 
Richmond delegation voted to present ehe 
name of Major Joseph B. Cumming to the 
convention. As soon as this became known 
this morning among the delegations from 
other counties there was an almost unani- 
mous protest. All expressed great admira- 
tion for Major Cumming as a distinguished 
Georgian and a prominent democrat, and 
one whom they would love to honor, but 
cn the question of expediency the verdic® 
was unanimous that he was not the man to 
be nominated at this time. He is known as 
the most prominent railroad lawyer in 
Georgia, and a goldbug. To run such a 
candidate at this time in the tenth district, 
after the action of the Chicago convention, 
they declared, would be almost equivalent 
to repudiating the party platform. 

The country counties of the district were 
all opposed to the proposed nomination. 
and some of the delegates said they could 
not face their constituents at home after 
such action. They said it might be true 
that Major Cumming’s personal strength in 
Richmond county would give him such a 
majority there as to carry him safely 
through in November, but they were un- 
willing to have the influence of his nomina- 
tion as a disturbing factor in their county 
elections in October. 

The Washington county delegation came 
before the Richmond delegation and de- 
clared that the nomination of Major Cum- 
ming would lose Washington county to 
democracy in the October election. They 
were earnestly in favor of Mr. Fleming. 
The embarrassment of the situation was 
relieved by the voluntary action of Major 
Cumming. which was taken entirely with- 
out knowledge of the situation in Wash- 
ington. He had gone up the Georgia rail- 
road Jast night, and before leaving had 
wired Mr. Boykin Wright as follows: 

“I beg you to get Richmond’s delegation 
and the convention to unite on Fleming. 
We can by our efforts get full party vote 
for him. Mine will be given cordially, and 
with more heart for him than for myself.’’ 

hen at early dawn he had filed the fol- 
lewing message at Greenesboro, Ga: 

“A night of reflection and no sleep inten- 
rifies my reluctance to my nomination, I 
entreat you, as a friend, to nominate some- 
one else if possible to do so at this stage 
without serious embarrassment, 

“JOSEPH B. CUMMING.” 

To theSe telegrams Mr. Wright replied 
to Major Cumming that in deference to his 
wishes his name would not be presented 
to the convention. 

The withdrawml of Major Cumming’s 
name left the Richmond delegation solid 
for Fleming, and they unanimously offered 
him to the convention as Richmond’s candi- 
He was nominated by acclamation 
without a-dissenting vote. 

The delegations had come expecting to 
vote for F.eming, and when the Richmond 
county celegation suggested Major Cum- 
ming’s name instead, some of the delega- 
tion declared they would go ahead and 
nominate Fleming independent of Rich- 
mond, a very easy thing to do, as Richmond 
has only six of the thirty votes in the con- 
vention. But Major Cumming’s voluntary 
Withdrawal relieved the situation of all 
such contingencies. 

The convention was held in the Sanders- 
ville courthouse. Organization was per- 
fected by the election of Judge F. L. Lit- 
tle. of Hancock, as permanent chairman, 
and Jet Phillips, of Jefferson, as secretary. 

Resolutions of regret at Congressman 
Black's retirement and_ eulogizing his 
course as congressman, were unanimously 
adopted. The nomination of candidates was 
called for and the Hon, J. R. Lamar, in an 
eloquent speech, placed the narne of Hon. 
W. H. Fleming before the convention amid 
great applause. The nomination was sec- 
onded by Boykin Wright and T. W. Hard- 
wick in earnest speeches. 

EF. P. Davis, of Warren, who had been 
fuggested by his county as a suitable nom- 
inee, moved that the nomination be made 
unanimous and by acclamation, and it 
Was so. 

Mr. Fleming was notified and brought 
before the convention, and in a fine speech 
accepted the nomination and pledged him- 
self to carry the democratic standard to 
Victory. 

A new executive committee to serve two 
years was selected as follows:

Each day there come to Washington 
10,000 letters to department clerks. Just 
now these 10,000 missives are quietly try- 
ing to tell the interested clerks how the 
cat of politics is jumping in their sundry 
districts and states. And the almost uni- 
versal information thus conveyed is that 
tryan is to be elected and a landslide for 
Silver and the democracy is to be Novem- 
ber’s outcome. It is these letters which, 
in the aggregate of their little ways, hold 
a mirror up to the face of nature to reflect 
the complete poltics of the nation. 

Already Certain of Bryan. 

That reflection being a democratic victory 
in the fall, the denizens of Washington, 
most of them in departments, speak of it 
among themselves. Fhe word is passed 
around, all finally get the complete daily 
returns as sentiment is on the rise or wane, 
and that is why four-tifths of the Washing- 
ton men you now encounter presage bDry- 
an with confidence and speak of democratic 
v.ctory to come as a thing already accom- 
plished. 
Coming events, especially if they be of 
politics, cast their decided shadows before 
ine the capital departments. There. folk 
are the tree toads of politics. They change 
their color with the Varying hues of 
changing administrations. Als@ do they 
ch'rrup mightily before a storm. Just now 
the political tree toads here are singing 
lustily of democratic victory in November, 
and their golden green is giving way to the 
ashen white of silver. By these signs one 
may know of McKinley's defeat, and that 
a teeth-gnashing day is to dawn for Hanna 
and his syndicate. 

If this prophecy be 
some earnest one take 
out the detail of republican 
west of the Missouri. 

Can McKinley carry California—a state, 
by the way, which produces more gold 
than silver? There exists no chance of it. 
For years the republicans of California 
have declared for free coinage at 16 to 1 
as their only hope to win the state. 

No Hope Beyond the Missouri.

In other words, should McKinley carry 
every state east of the Missouri and north 
of the Ohio and Mason and Dixon line he 
would have a majority of six in the 
electoral college. The beauty of it all is 
he can’t do it.

that we may heartily unite in one asso- 
Clation to work and vote to bring back 
to the people the money of the consti- 
tution to be coined without Hmit or re- 
Striction at the ratio of 16 to 1: and to re- 
Store to the government the exclusive 
right to issue the money of the country 
—Which money shall be legal tender for 
all obligations and debts, public and pri- 
vate. To this end we avree to vote and 
work for William J. Bryan and his elec- 
tors, defying the enemy’s treasonable 
threat to prostitute the American ballot 
by the purchase of voters with British 
and Wall streeet money, 

This shows the temper of the free coin- 
age men in MeclWinley’s own home.

Editor Constitution—We notice in your 
paper of recent date an artile from this 
place relative to the condition of naval 
stores and lumber in this market. 

We krow nothing of the situation as re- 
gards naval stores, but your correspondent 
was misinformed as regards che lumber 
market. 

Upon investigation we find that your cor- 
respondent was not a lumberman, there- 
fore his report was merely hearsay. 

For fear a misstatement of facts might 
act adversely upon our city, we wish to 
give you a true statement of the condition 
of lumber in our market. 

As every one knows, the lumber market 
throughout the country is dull. 

Railroads and corporations do not care 
to invest money in rolling stock when the 
present agitation of the monetary system 
makes everything uncertain, and causes 
conservatism in all expenditures. 

Tlerefore, orders are scarce. 

But Cordele is the best known lumber 
market in inland Georgia, and the condition 
in and around Cordele is far better than 
elsewhere. 

Only one large planing mill has closed 
down here, and they will resume vperations 
in thirty days. 

Every sawmill in this section is running 
on full time, and they expect to receive 
enough “filling in’ orders and “repair” 
orders to keep them running at a profit 
until the market becomes more active. 
Standard sills for the western car com- 
panies are belng bought for $6.50 to $7, f. o. 
b.: $7.50 to $8, f. o. b., for merchantable. 
The railroads are in the market, as they 
always are, for bridge timbers and string- 
ers; also for repair work. 

Bridge timbers are worth from $7 to $10 
per thousand, f. o. b. 

Bcston and New York orders are very 
active, bringing a good price. 

Export orders for South America 
plentiful, but bring a low price. 
Every mill in and around Cordele is on a 
firm business foundation, and there is not 
one that will be financially embarrassed ir 
the least by the present conditions. 

The capacity of the mills tributary to 
Cordele aggregate a half million feet daily, 
and there is a steady demand for this 
amount. 

The fact that twee weeks ago a mill paid 
$9.000 for 1,600 acres of timbered land in 
four miles of Cordele shows that the mills 
cre not embarrassed, and that thev have 
confidence in themselves and in the market.

“We will beat Seab 1,000 votes in Floyd 
county,” said Hon. Mose Wright, brother 
of the populist nominee fer governor, yes- 
terday. 

This remark was made at democratic 
headquarters. Ex-Representative Mose 
Wright, who is younger than Seaborn, was 
down from Rome on business. It so hap- 
pened that both brothers came down yes- 
terday.

Mose Wright is a 
candidate for solicitor general of his cir- 
cuit. He is very popular and it is said 
that two of the representatives from Floyd 
will be for him, if not all three in the gen- 
eral assembly. The fact that his broth- 
er is running for governor on the populist 
ticket will not hurt his chances, the party 
leaders around headquarters say. There 
is a blackboard at headquarters on which 
Charley Willingham wrote last Friday, 
“Sixty-five thousand democratic majority 
in October.” “Is that what it is to be?” 
asked Mose Wright when he walked in yes- 
terday. 

‘‘We had been figuring on 40,000, but when 
Seab was nominated, I naturally jumped 
the majority up 25,000,"’ said Charley. 

“Floyd will give 1,000 of that,’”’ remark- 
ed the ex-representative and that is how 
the promise of Floyd came to be made, 

Stands by His Party. 

Hon. Moses Wright, when asked about 

his position, promptly made the following 


statement: 

The situation is, of course, some- 
what embarrassing to me, but I have 
never thought of but on course to pur- 
sue and that is to support loyally the 
entire democratic ticket.

Why Morgan Went Dry. 

A democrat from Morgan county who 
was up yesterday described the election 
last week when the county went dry by 
501 majority. At the last local option elec- 
tion in Morgan, the county went wet by 
more than 1,000 majority. 

“The prohibitionists went into the fight 
in a practical way,’’ said the Morgan coun- 
ty man. They had a campaign fund to 
begin with. I have heard that it was about 
$9,000. The women took a deep interest in 
the result and I had never seen such an 
election before. The women had a tent 
near the polls in Madison and they sang, 
prayed and preached and gave away coffee, 
sandwiches and served regular dinners 
and suppers for all comers free. The work- 
ers for the wet ticket simply could not 
do anything. They did not Know how to 
cope with the ladies. The women would 
swoop down on a white man, give him a 
ticket and see him to the precinct box. 
They captured many a vote in that way. 
But they had the most advanced methods. 
too. They paid anywhere from $10 to $25 
for votes. I was told that $10 was the low- 
est price paid. It was said that one negro 
got $25 and a quart of whisky“for his vote, 
but I do not believe that the prohibition- 
ists gave any whisky to influence votes. 
There is no doubt about their surprising 
the wets. They thought that they had 
the county dead to rights and that all they 
had to do was to spend a little money and 
carry the election. But that prayer meet- 
ing, the free meals and the money knock- 
ed them out before they knew what was 
hitting them.’’

FIELDS WHITE WITH COTTON. 


First Bale of Wilkes County Brought 
to Washington. 
Washington, Ga., August 11.—(Special.)— 
The first bale of cotton of this year’s 
crop in this section was sold here yester- 
day ‘by Mr. John B. Sutton, of Danburg. It 
was bought by Captain R. O. Barksdale 
for 73-16 cents and weighed 395 pounds. 
This is fully a month sooner than any 
cotton was brought to market here last 

year. 

Farmers all over the county report the 
flelds white with cotton and fully one- 
fourth of it being premature bolls cracked 
open by the excessive heat. The oldest 
farmers say they do not remember just 
such a year before this one. All agree 
that the crop is damaged irreparably at 
least 40 per cent and if the dry hot weather 
continues ten days or two weeks longer 
the damage can hardly be estimated. 
The condition of the crop is getting seri- 
ous indeed. The squares and forms are 
drying up, falling off, the small bolls 
cracking open prematurely under the 
scorching rays of the sun and the plant 
itself looks withered and almost as bad 
as if it had been scalded. The price will 
have to be considerably increased to com- 
pensate for the loss in yield. 

Gadsden’s First Bale. 

Gadsden, Ala. August 11.—(Special.)— 
Gadsden received her first bale of cotton 
today. It sold for 12% cents. It was twen- 
ty-six days earlier than last yeor. It 
weighed 468 pounds. Otto Agricola bought 
and J. N. Hagin sold it. 


WHERE THE IDEA ORIGINATED. 


Third Georgia Regiment First Sug- 
gested Daughters of Confederacy. 
Athens, Ga., August lu.—(Special.)—The 
organizing of a chapter of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy in this city called to 
mind the fact that the Third Georgia 
regiment is probably responsible for such 

organizations. 

In 1888, at their reunion at Madison, Ga., 
the Third Georgia regiment passed a res- 
olution requesting each member to send in 
a list of the names of his children with 
a view to organizing them into chapters 
such as are now scattered all over the 
south. 

This regiment was one of the most fa- 
mous in the army of northern Virginia. It 
is the only regiment mentioned on the 
monume:ts at Gettysburg, as it went 
further into the federal lines than any 
other. Its position marks the high water 
mark of the confederates in that battle. 
In its daring charge out of 450 men only 
150 got back to the confederate lines. 

The Third Georgia was the first regiment 
to start prayer meetings in the army of 
northern Virginia and in 1866 they, with 
the Troup Artillery, held the first of all the 
confederate veterans’ reunions. 

Colonel Ransom . Wright, © afterwards 
Brigadier Jeneral Wright, commanded 
the regiment, He was the father of Comp- 
troller General William A. Wright, of this 
state, who, himeelf, went to the was as a 
member of the Athens Guards.

Lientenant Satterlee Will Resign To 
Enter the Ministry. 


HE HAS MADE UP HIS MIND 


Already Applied to Bishop Gray, of 
Florida, for Orders. 


MARRIED BISHOP CAPERS’S DAUGHTER 
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While in Atlanta He Was Devoted to 
the Interests of the Church and 
Was a Tireless Worker. 


Lieutenant C. B. Satterlee, stationed in 
Atlanta until a year ago, will enter the Epis- 
copal ministry. He will resign the flag of 
the country for the banner of the cross. 

This decision of Lieutenant Satterlec has 
just been made. He has been a devoted 
churchman for several’ years and while he 
lived in Atlanta he was quite prominent in 
the affairs of St. Luke. He was a lay 
reader, and a very enthusiastic member of 
St. Andrew's brotherhood. He took very 
deep interest in church work and every- 
thing ‘that tended to the upbuilding of 
Christian work had his hearty support. 

Lieutenant Satterlee wedded a little over 
a year ago the daughter of Bishop Capers, 
of South Carolina, and this union perhaps 
has something to do with his determination 
to enter the ministry. 

Lieutenant Satterlee was stationed here 
as inspector general of the Georgia mili- 
tia and assistant adjutant general. He AS&s 
succeeded in June of last year by Lieuten- 
ant Oscar Brown. He left Atlanta re- 
luctantly, for he was deeply devoted to 
the city and the peuple here. He had 
made scores of friends among the mili- 
tary mn. He did much to improve the 
military service in Georgia. He was a 
rigid disciplinarian, and for this reason was 
subjected to some considerable criticism 
at first, but the virtue of his met ods was 
not slow in making itself apparent, and 
he was praised where before he had been 
criticized. Many of the more prominent 
military men of the state can attest 
his efficiency and ability as a soldier. 

The following from The Savannah News 
tells the story of this new move: 

‘The military friends in Savannah of 
Lieutenant C. B. Satterlee, United States 
army, now stationed at Key West, will be 
surprised to Jearn that he has made appli- 
cation to Bishop Gray to become a candi- 
date for deacon’s orders. While stationed 
in Atlanta this gifted young officer spent 
many Sundays as a lay reader in the little 
Episcopal chapels of the suburban towns. 
Then his marriage to the daughter of Rev. 
Ellison Capers, of South Carolina, who 
was a confederate brigadier general, stim- 
ulated him more earnestly to become a sol- 
dier of Christ rather than of his country. 

“Only a few years ago Robert M. W. 
Black, the talented son of the late Con- 
gressman George R. Black, of Sylvania, 
gave up a military education at West 
Point and entered the Episcopal ministry. 
He is now rector of the church in Ath- 
ens, and is doing good service for the 
Master. West Point academy has fur- 
nished many noble soldiers of Christ in 
the past. Bishop (General) Polk, Rev. Dr. 
(General) Pendleton, Rev. Dr. (General) 
Shoup, Rev. Dr. Park, Rev. Dr. Parks, of 
North Carolina; Rev. Dr. Bledsoe, Rev. Dr. 
Woodbridge, Rev. Dr. Swing, Rev. Wil- 
liam Bryant, Rev. Dr. Hackley, Rev. Dr. 
Clark, Rev. Dr. Vinton, Rev. George Wat- 
son, of Florida; Rev. Dr. Deshon, Rev. Mr. 
Curd, Rev. Mr. Harris, Rev. Mr. Sterling, 
Réev. Mr. Allen, of Kentucky; Rev. Dr. 
Culbertson, Rev. Mr. Reap and Rev. C. C. 
Parsons, who was one of the very last on 
the list. After fighting formerly as an 
artillery officer in the United States army 
in the Tennessee campaign, he left the ar- 
my and entered the Bpiscopal ministry. 
He became rector of St. Lazarus (con- 
federate memorial) church, and died of 
yellow fever while bravely ministering to 
the people of Memphis against whom, as a 
soldier, he had so recently fought. Colo- 
nel Pearson’s ministerial career greatiy 
ene his gallant record as a sol- 

ier. 

‘Lieutenant Satterlee is also an artillery 
officer, and is the last of some twenty-five 
or thirty West Pointers to enter the min- 
istry, and those who Know him and his en- 
vironments, will feel sure that his future 
career will be an honor to the church in 
every sense. 

“When the Rev. John Johnson, rector 
of St. Philip's church at Charleston, was 
ordained, he having been a gallant con- 
federate engineering officer, Bishop Howe 
in his ordination sermon, said: ‘Yonder 
fortress in the sea, my brother, tells how 
you have done battle for the state: may 
the church of Christ also hereafter tell 
how, through the grace of God, as one of 
His priests, you have fought a good fight 
beneath the banner of your Crucified Re- 


deemer.’ ”’

GIVEN TWO DAYS OF GRACE. 


Five Patrolmen Who Owe “Jioney 
Were Not Suspended. 

The five policemen who were ordered 
suspended from the local force by the 
board of police commissioners at their 
regular meeting last Monday night for not 
paying their debts heve not as yet lost their 
jobs. If present indications count for any- 
thing the men will continue to patrol the 
Streets as if nothing had happened. 

While the action of the board Monday 
night was final and Chief Connolly was 
instructed to issue an order suspending the 
men, yet the decree has not been carried 
out and no such order was issued yester- 
day and the men continued to patrol their 
beats. 

Late Monday night, after the board had 
sent out its ultimatum to the delinquent 
policemen, Chief Connolly determined he 
would issue the order suspending the men 
the first thing the next morning. But this 
morning he determined to give them one 
more chance to satisfy their thirsty credi- 
tors. 

Consequently Chief Connolly and Chair- 
man Branan held a long consuitation at 
the station house early yesterday morning 
and the two officials decided to give the 
men two more days to pay up, und the 
officers were so notified. 

The policemen made hay while the 
shone yesterday. Nearly all of them 
tled their delinquent accounts. 
Others will probably do so today. 

Some of the men state that they do not 
owe the claims presented against them. 
In fact, one or two have clear receipts for 
the entire amount. One is Mitchell, who 
was among the number ordered suspended. 
‘Martin says he does not owe one cent of 
the bill presented against him and abso- 
lutely refuses to pay it, not so much from 
lack of finances, but from principle. 

The others satisfactorily settled their 
accounts yesterday with possibly one ex- 
ception and Chief Connolly stated last 
night that he did not believe he would have 
to undergo the unpleasant task of suspead- 
ing any of the men. 

The limit of grace is out this afteraoon. 
If any of the men have failed to settle by 
that time Chief Connolly will issue an 
order suspending them from the force and 
they will not be reinstated until chey ccm- 
ply witli the rules of the board. 

Three months ago the commissioners 
adopted the rule that no officer shovid be 
allowed to remain on the force who re- 
fused to pay his just debts. 

Several delinquents were tried at the 
time and given a stated period in wnich to 
settle, with the understanding that if they 
failed they would be suspended. 

Last Monday night it was ascertained 
several men had not complied with the 
rule and the action of the board was thcre- 
fore carried into effect and five men were 
ordered suspended. The policemen are re- 
joicing, however, that the decree has not 
so far been carried out.

Revenue Men Fired Upon by Moon- 
shiners in Hiding.

ONE OF THEM INJURED 


Exciting Story of Attempted Assassi- 
nation in Which Atlanta Officers 
Figured—The Story. 


A thrilling story of an attempted mid- 
night assassination has just come to light 
in the revenue collector’s office which has 
been suppressed for three weeks in order 
that the perpetrators of the deed might be 
caught. 

Three weeks ago Deputy Collector E. T. 
McAfee received information that Will 
Strickland and his brother, Harrison Wil- 
son and a man of the name of Humphries 
were conducting a distillery near Buford, 
sixteen miles from Gainesville. He attempt- 
ed to raid the place, but the news of his 
coming had gone ahead of him and all cf 
the whisky had been removed to the woods 
some distance from the distillery, and the 
moonshiners were on their guard. They 
put up a great show of indignation and pre- 
tended to be very angry at the insult. 

Deputy McAfee was accompanied by Dep- 
uty Marshal Starling Roberts. There being 
no evidence to be obtained against the 
men, the two officers of the law got into 
their buggies and returned to Gainesville. 
They had gone but a few hundred yards 
when suddenly a fusillade of bullets whis- 
tled by their heads, and Deputy McAfee re- 
ceived a severe scalp wound. The bullet 
entered the flesh behind the left ear and 
traveled for at least five inches beneath the 
flesh and around the scalp, lodging finally 
in front of the right ear. McAfee did not 
lose consciousness, but continued to drive 
the hcrse, which was by this time running 
away furiously. Deputy Marshal Roberts 
drew his revolver and fired in the direction 
froin which the shots came, but without 
effect. The horse ran furiously and was 
not stopped for several miles, having been 
thoroughly frightened by the firing. Col- 
lector McAfee drove at once to the house 
of a surgeor and had the bullet cut out. 
It was flattened out from its contact with 
the sku’}. which, though indented, was not 
penetrated. . 

The news was suppressed and a tale in- 
vented to throw off suspicion as to the 
wound which the deputy collector carried. 
The wound being entirely a flesh wound, 
healed ran‘dly. and McAfee and Roberts 
cetermined to bring the would-be assaasins 
to justic:. Accordingly, accompanied hy 
thei- Ccputy marshals, they surprised the 
Strickland and Wilson crowd Saturday 
night and brought them all to Gainesville. 
The case came up for trial yesterday be- 
fore United States Commissioner J. B, 
Gaston, and will becontinued tomorrow 
and probably ended. 

Information received at the internal rev- 
enue collector's office gives assurance that 
the men will be bound over for trial be- 
fore Judge Newman, and the charge egainst 
the.n will be assault with intent to muniicr: 
als¢ conspiracy against the United States 
government and its officials.

us that the thirteen coloni 
ain located in North America 
tic coast declared themselves independent 
states on the 4th day of July, 1776; that 
the war of the revolution betWeen the states 
and Great Britain lasted for seven years; 
that the colonies, after the declaration of 
independence, tormed tor thems state 

government. 

During this war of the re they 
met in convention by their representatives 
for the purpose of uniting all the States in 
the fight for independence, agreed upon 
articles of confederation ayal framed a pro- 
visional government, more especially for the 
purpose of contining the war of the revolu- 
tlon by all the states. 

At the end of the revolution 
ain acknowledged and recognized the 
pendence of the states respectively, 
few years after the recognition of the 
pendence of the the people of the 
states respectively desiring a better and 
stronger government united in calling a 
convention for providing «a better govern- 
nent than the framed under the arti- 
ot confederation. The convention met. 
foriulated wnd approved the present COlL- 
stitution, the amendments thereof except- 
ed, and afterwards submitted to and adopt- 
ed-by the states respectively. 

The object and purposes of the consti- 
tution seems to have been to organize the 
federal government, conferring upon the 
federal government all power necessary to 
maintain the several departments of the 
government, executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial, and conferring on the congress pro- 
vided for by the constitution the power to 
exercise the right of legislation upon sub- 
jects enumerated therein, reserving all oth- 
er legislative and other power not dele- 
pated ta the congress of the Lnited States 
er prohibited to the states, to the states. 
Subsequently the constitution was amend- 
ed in the manner prescribed by tlhe consti- 
tution and by one of the amendements it 
provided that ‘‘the powers not delegated to 
the United States by the constitution nor 
prohibited by it to the states are reserved 
to the states respectively or to the people.’ 

This constitution brought about the exist- 
ence of two governments over the same peo- 
ple—the federal and state governments—.he 
one having the right to exercise all the 
powers dehwtated, the other the right to 
exercise all powers not delegated or pro- 
hibited to the states. 

If sovereignty means supremacy, then it 
must be divided between these dual govern- 
ments over the people, the United States 
being sovereign in the exercise of all pow- 
ers delegated and the states sovereign in 
the exercise of all powers not delegated and 
not prohibited. 

History teaches us that all parties in the 
government for three-quarters of a century 
sought to administer the federal govern- 
ment within the powers delegated by the 
states as contained in the constitution. Bur 
when the question of the abolition of sla 
ry was introduced into the politics of ihe 
country there was a change. Understand 
that the writer does not recall] this yues- 
tion with the view to excite old prejudices 
or inflame the public mind but for the prr- 
pose of elucidating the question he is now 
presenting to the American public, 

By the third paragraph of article 4 of the 
constitution of the United States it is pro- 
vided that ‘‘no person held to service or la- 
bor in one state under laws thereof, escap- 
ing to another, shall, in consequence cf any 
law or regulation therein, pe discnarged 
from such service or labor, but shall be 
delivered up on claim of the party to whom 
such service or labor is due.” 

Several states north of the Mason and 
Dixon line passed laws nullifving th's pro- 
vision of the constitution and chereby de- 
feating the object and purpose of this pro- 
vision. This question led to the war he- 
tween the states, which resulted in the ab- 
olition of slavery Without comp? sation to 
the owner at. a loss to the Siave owners 
of billions of dollars and at a cost to the 
federai government of several billicns of 
dollars more, and is costing the governmen‘* 
over one hundred and forty milliois anru- 
ally. ard may eontinue to do so for years 
to come, but the greatest loss, however, wis 
the loss of a million or more mea, followed 
with a host of widows and orphans. — 

During the war the federal government, 
without power to do so, commenced to is- 
sue treasury notes, the treasury notes still 
being a large part of the circulation of the 
eountry. Treasury notes have been defined 
to be “bills of credit.”” The power to emit 
bills of credit does not. appear in the enn- 
meration of powers delegated, but 
appear that the power to eniit 
credit was forbidden to the 
only power delegated to congress 
subject of money is to borrow money 
the credit of the United States. This does 
not confer the power to issue bills of cradit 
or treasury notes, and the prohibition of the 
emission of bills of credit by the states 
suggests the idea that it was intended 
that neither the federal government nor 
the state government should circulate as 
money aly instrument by which either en- 
gages to pay money ata future day. 

Again, the congress of the United States, 
in the early part of the war, passed the na- 
tiona! bank law authorizing the organiza<- 
tfon of national banks and authorizing and 
directing the government to indorse the 
notes of such banks.

onstitution authorizing the federal gov- 
ernment to indorse the notes of any per- 
son, natural or artificial. All these nation- 
ai bank notes were and are iudorsed by 
the federal government. if the federal 
government cannot emit bilis of credit, it 
ecriaigly eannot indorse bills of credit of 
other persons. | 

Again, perhaps at the instance of the 
rational Lanks congress passed the i9 per 
cent Jaw, which pushed all the state banks 
to the wall and out of business. This 
enactment was a monstrosity, unequal, ur4r.- 
just and tot uniform, and oppressive to .he 
peuple, . 

Then we have in circulation nothing but 
go'd, siivexs, treasury and natfonal jonk 
notes, each. as good in one section of the 
Uaite* States as in another. The effect of 
this was to concentrate all the monev of 
the United States at the tinancidf ce.:ters, 
and the financial centers are usually the 
commercial centers. 

Doubtless New York, the metropolis of 
the United States, before these laws were 
passed never had the circulation of ex- 
ceeding two states. This congestion of 
money at the center makes:money plenti- 
ful there and scarce at a distance from the 
center. This makes money cheap at tre 
center and very high on the circumfererce 
of tue center. While the business men in 
New York can borrow money at 2 per cent 
on call and at from 4 to 6 per cent on stip- 
ulated time, the farmers raising corn, 
wheat, oats, cotton and other products have 
to give for the use Of money at least &$ 
per cent and sometimes much more, being 
beneficial to one section and one class and 
ruinous to another. Besides, when money is 
cheap large fortunes Can be accumulatcl 
in a comparatively short time. Is it not 
true, then, that a dozen men in New York, 
if you please, can at any time withdraw 
from the circulation of the country enough 
of that circulation to create a panic, and if 
not a panic, a stringency in the monetary 
world?

Negro Woman Taken from Her Home 
and Brutally Whipped. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 11.—(Special.)— 
A very disgraceful case of whitecapping 
was practiced on Jim Beavers, a negro, 
and his wife, who live about twelve miles 
from the city, in Montgomery county, early 
Sunday morning. 

Beavers had been working for a white 
farmer named W. T. Smith. Last Friday 
Smith took occasion to reprimand the ne- 
gro for careless work, and the negro talked 
back to him. This angered Smith, who 
made at the negro with a pitchfork, inflict- 
ing two very severe wounds, one in the arm 
and the other in the side, just over the 
heart. 

Beavers tried to defend himself with his 
fists. The men were separated, and the 
négro went to a physician and had his 
wounds dressed.

LITIGATION IS AT AN END 


Interesting Points 6f Law Make the 
Case Notable in Court Records. 
History of the Suit.

- A suit to recover land, which was filed in 


i998 by Mrs. McKinloch, the daughter of 
Mrs. Susan Taylor, was yesterday Giaposed 
of in the supreme court, and the verdict of 
the lower court was sustained. 

About thirty years ago a tract of land, 
at that time of but little value, was deeded 


by David Demorest to ©. W. Hunnicutt, 
trustee of Mrs. Susan Taylor. The property 
was to revert to the children of Mrs. Tay- 
lor at her death. 

A few years later the property was sold 
by Mrs. Taylor and her husband, James 
Taylor, Without any authority of law, and 
Mr. Hunnicutt, acting trustee, refused to 
join in the sale. In 1893 Mrs. Taylor died, 
and Mrs. McKinloch, her surviving child, 
filed suit to.recover the land which was to 
revert to her at her mother’s death. The 
suit has been pending in the courts three 
years, and the litigation has been unusually 
interesting and important, as several points 
of law were introduced which were new in 
the world of title litigation. 

The case was fought through the courts, 
and attracted much attention at the time. 
Mrs. McKinloch was represented by Arnold 
& Arnold and Reed & Moss, and P, F. 
Smith and Ben Conyers represented the 
defendants. The property is said to be 
worth about $20,000, and is rapidly en- 
hancing in value. 

History of the Case. 

In. 1861, six acres of land, bounded by 
Rhodes, Haynes, Mangum and Hunter 
streets, and known as Taylor's Hill, was 
purchased by the Taylor family as a resi- 
dence. The title was made in C. W. Hun- 
nicutt, trustee, for Mrs. Taylor, and she 
was to receive the benefit from the prop- 
erty during her life, and after death it 
was to revert by course of law and the 
conditions of the conveyance to her chil- 
dren who might survive her. 

The Taylors resided at the old homestead 
until 1867. This portion of the city at that 
time was sparsely settled, and the six 
acres were a wooded iract, with only a 
small house upon it. The section 
where the property is located is now 
thickly settled, and property in that part 
of town is very valuable. 

In 1867 Mrs. Taylor and her husband un- 
dertook to sell the property, but Mr. Hun- 
nicutt refused to take any part in the sale. 
Colonel George W. Adair was the auc- 
tioneer, and the property was sold to a 
number of purchasers. Among the pur- 
chasers were H. Simmons, H. F. Emery 
and others. In 1893 Mrs. Taylor died, and 
the plaintiff in the case which the supreme 
court decided yesterday was her only living 
child. 

Mrs. McKinloch filed suit soon after her 
mother’s death, claiming she was entitled 
to the property by the conditions of the 
original deed, and that she was not bound 
by the acts of her father and mother. 
About fifteen of these suits were filed, and 
all who had purchased the property were 
made defendants in the case. 

The first of the cases came up for trial 
last December, which was the complaint 
directed against Mr. H. Simmons, one of 
the purchasers. This was a test case, and 
upon its fate depended all the other cases 
that had been filed. Judge I.umpkin, after 
hearing the evidence, decided in favor of 
Mrs. McKinloch, on the ground that under 
the conditions of the original deed she was 
entitled to the property upon the death of 
her mother. 

The case was appealed to the supreme 
court by Mr. Simmons, claiming a title to 
the property by a possession lasting more 
than twenty years. The supreme court, 
after investigating the case, ordered that 
it be re-argued on last Monday morning, 
and yesterday Judge Lumpkin’s’ decision 
was affirmed. As this was a test case, the 
other suits now pending will be given the 
same direction, and a long litigation will be 
promptly brought to an end. 

Supreme Court’s Decision. 

The decision handed down by the su- 
preme court is one of great importance, 
and is one of much interest to lawyers 
and those interested in land litigation un- 
der the same circumstances.

The delay of Colonel Buck in calling the 
State convention is bringing more serious 
trouble in the ranks of the republicans. 

The revolt which was nipped with the 
promise to call a convention has broken out 
afresh and there is a probability that a 
number of the republicans outside the com- 
mittee will sign a call for the convention.

CROP NEWS NOT BRIGHT. 


Weather Crop Bulletin Tells a Discour- 
aging Story. 


The weekly crop bulletin, which was 1is- 
sued yesterday from the weather bureau, 
contaias very discouraging news in fre- 
gard to the grow'ng crops. The excessive 
heat of the weather for the past three 
weeks has parched the growing plants 
and haked the earth to such an extent 
that ectton, corn and other pricipal crops 
have been badly damaged. The official 
crop bulletin is as follows: 

The weather during the_past seven days 
has rot been at all favorable to the farmer, 
except for gathering and saving fodder. 
ihe heat has been excessive, with a super- 
abundance of sunshine and no rain, except 
light showers in a few favored spots. Pas- 
tuces and vegetation generally are drying 
up und becoming parched, while in some 
localities the water supply is diminishing 
Stock is beginning to show the effects of 
the tailing of the pastures. The reports 
relative to the cotton crop are not 80 en- 
couragiig as they have been up to this 
week. Tic excessive heat, with no rain, 
is causing che squares to drop, the plant to 
turn yéliow and rust to spread. The bolls 
a'e openirg and picking has become quite 
general QGinning has been started in some 
lucaimies, The corn is very fair on bot- 
tom lands, while on high ground it has 
heen seriously damaged by drought. The 
land has become so hard and baked that 
the sowing of turnip seed and other fall 
work has been suspended until rain mel- 
lows the soil. Much of the seed already 
Sown cannot germinate for lack of mois- 
ture. Good seasoning showers are now 
budly needed throughout the entire state. 

Northern Section. 

The extreme heat and excessive 
of sunshine during the past week have 
been injurious to vegetation generally, and 
there is universal complaint among the tar- 
mers throughout this section of the state. 
Little or no rain has fallen, and the land 
is becoming baked to such an extent as to 
render tillage difficult. The sowing of tur- 
nip seed is##£bout suspended for the pres: @@ 
on account of dry weather. Cotton is fall- 
ing off rapidly in some localities and there 
is universal complaint ‘of the Small number 
of bolls in proportion to the size of the 
plant. It is opening rapidly and picking 
has commenced. In some sections much o 
the crop is turning vellow from the effects 
of the drought and the young bolls are 
drying up for want of moisture, Warly 
corn is made, and the yield is good, but tle 
late crop, except on bottom lands, is suf- 
fering severely. Pastures and grasses are 
showing the damaging effects of the dry, 
hot weather Sweet potatoes look well. 
Fodder pulling is advancing rapidly, and 
the dry weather has been favorable for this 
branch of farming. Peas and gardens are 
needing rain badly, many gardens being 
alme st ruined, 


Central Section. 


Throughout this sectian little oe no rain 
has fallen during the ~ week, and ex- 
cessive temperature, with abundant sun- 
shine, have combined to render the condi- 
tions very detrimental-to the growth of 
crops. Early corn, which was about made 
before the present drought set in, is very 
good. Fodder is being pulled and gaved, in 
excellent condition; the dry weather has 
been favorable for this work. The sow- 
ing of turnip seed has been suspended on 
account of the dry and baked condition of 
the soil, and many of the seeds already 
sown have not germinated, and unless 
rains come within a few days, they wll be 
lost. Cotton outlock less favorable’ than 
at time of last report. It is shedding badly 
and there is much complaint of rust, 
Picking is already in progress . many lo- 
calities and will be general in a few days. 
Peas, potatoes and sugarcane are also 
greatly damaged by the excessive heat 
and drought. Pastures and gardens are 
failing rapidly. There are also a few com- 
plaints of scarcity of water for stock. Rice 
is heading out and some Japan Rice is 
about ready to cut. 


Southern Section. 

During the seven days excessively 
hot und dry weather has prevailed in the 
southeri counties, and as a result all vege- 
tation is suffering seriously. Pastures and 
gardens are drying up for lack of rain. 
Cotton is opening rapidly, but is dropping 
badly and rust is spreading, thus greatly 
marring the prospects for this crop. Cot- 
ton picking is now in progress. Karly corn 
is made, and ‘fodder is about all pulled 
and saved in very good condition. This crop 
is large. The late crop is fairly good, but 
is needing rain very badly, especially where 
planted on high ground. Cane and pota- 
toes, considering the prevalent Weather 
conditions, are excellent. Peas are doing as 
well as can be expected under existing ad- 
verse circumstances. All fruits in this sec- 
tion wre poor.
